fore he reached tho house young Ttf 
had rested the butt of the gun upon 
the floor, and sitting In a ehalr, he 
placed the mussle of the gun against 
the right side of his neck. He then 
took his toe and pulled the trigger. 
The full force of the load took effect, 
killing him at once. 

Young Vry was '.VI years of age, and 
unmarried. His parents are Olierllah 
Fry and wife. He was a cripple, and 
did not go about much. He has bee^i 
sick of late, snd just before the Shoot- 
ing had been lying upon the bed. At 
no time during his sickness had he 
given any of the family cause to 
think that he contemplated what he 
did. 

The family is at a loss to know 
where he got the ' gun shell uied. 
There were none about the house. The 
gun used was a single-barrel ahot, 
and the belief prevails that he had 
been carrying the shell for some time, 
contemplating taking his life.

Ix)ulsvllle, Octohor 31— The sugar 
ration in Kentucky and tjie I'nited 
States aa a whole will be raised to- 
morrow from two pounds per person 
per month to three pounds per person 
per month, aooordtng to an offlolal an- 
nounoement made today hr Federal 
Food Administrator Fred' M. Saokett 
Purohaae of the family's ^nonthly sup- 
ply at one time will, also be permis- 
sible. 

In an interview Mr. Sackett said the 

the Pood Administration kept In inti- 
mate dally touch with food conditions 
till' winld over, and in view of the 
williiiKiieHH with wlilch the American 
people Hhouldered tlie hurdens of food 
restriction, could he depended mion tn 
cooperate hy lifting those burdens at 
the earliest lime praetlcahle. 

ABkeil In iiKiki' a Ktatenient from the 
Food Administration in Washington 
that the rapid manufacture of the new 
beet sugar crop in the West and the 
new Louisiana oane crop, together 
with the freer railway transportation 
conditions, the reductions we have 
made In the oonsumptlon of sugar In 
the manufacturing trades and the pa- 
triotic donservation ot the people ev- 
erywhere during the last four months, 
enables us to Increase the household 
allowance of sugar to throe pounds 
per jierson per month beginning No- 
vember 1. Tlie same ratio will ap- 
ply to puhlir ealiiiK places, wliich will 
receive their allotments on the basis 
of iiiree pounds for each lA^iety meals 

served. 

"This makes good our pioinise lo 
Increase the household allowunre of 
sugar at the earliest which our sup- 
plies would Justify and makes it pos- 
sible for the househfUder to use more 
freely the apple, cranberry and grape- 
Juloe products and fruits canned with- 
out sugar during the summer. 

"The re^Eulations are also revised to 
the extent that any person may pur- 
chase his whole monthly allowance at 
one time If he so desires; that Is, any 
family may purchase a month's sup- 
ply for the cutiro family at one time 
from tlie retail trades. 

•■We retire! ili.Ti we eoulii iinl give 
more nolii'e of this impendiim chanue, 
but the temporary cessatlini of the 
cereal movement of the country, due 
to stoppage of exports, to secure army 
tonnage, has caused a greater ability 
for internni transportation than would 
otherwise be the case, and we do not 
feel that, with ability to make distrib- 
ution, we have any right to Void up 
supplies to the householders. We are 
confident we can continue on this 
basis for some months to come from 
tiie sppplies which we have In pros- 
pect, as the Cuban crop promises en- 
larged supplies and the prospects for 
transportation In wooden ships are 
good. With these conditions. we 
should he aide to maintain Allied sup- 
plies." 

UaisiiiK of the sugar ration will put 
new burdens upon the Sui:ar Hivislon 
of the Food Administration in Ken- 
tucky, in that It will be necessary for 
them to immediately begin the dis- 
tribution of Sugar Cerllllcates lo re- 
tailers and public eating places to en- 
able them to buy the additional sugar 
for November. Certiflcates on the 
basis of two pounds, per person per 
mpnth have already been sent out. 
But fortunately, Mr. Sackett said, the 
forces of Mr. Bscott, chairman of the 
Sugar Division, are ready for any call 
that may be made upon them, and In 
fact began today, within half an hour 
after the Washington telci:raiii was 
received, the work of additional dis- 
tribution.

Went Xea Wake Dp to the baport- 
anee of This Great Work and Oo 
Help Balid Itt 

With 80,000 men In tenu awiting 
permanent housing at the big artillery 
camp at Sttthton, Hardin county, and 
17,000 animals practically without 
shelter, the government Is calling 
urpcnily for men to complete the 
building of the camp by December 15. 
lo.OiiO men are now employed al Camp 
Knox, and the contractors say it will 
ri'(|-,iire Id.oiMl mere lo coniplcto it hy 
hy the time the f;overniiieiil wants 
done. It Ib 11)1 to ilif ueople of Ken- 
tucky to furnish these workers aH a 
part of their duty In winning the 
greatest war in the world's history. 

Camp Knox Itself will be one of the 
largest military propositions in Amer- 
ica and the biggest artillery camp in 
the world. It covers 40,000 acres ot 
land, the highest land between Louis- 
ville and New Orleans and in one of 
the healthiest locations tliat oould 
have been selected by the government. 
It will have, and now has an embryo, 
its own aviation camp, its own balloon 
field, where the great observation bal- 
Inons are sent up In "view tlie land- 
siape o'er," for miles awav. miles on 
miles of sidewalks and streets, enor- 
mous harraeks for the hoiisi'ni.' of I he 

men. between Cd.OOn and T.'i, of 

« liom will he sent to this ( amp for 
training. 

One can obtain only the faintest 
idea of the size of this camp from any 
description of It that might be given 
on paper. If one can Imagine a city 
as large aa Winchester set down in 
tents In a hertofore unoccupied place 
he may have some idea of the number 
of men liow employed on the work. If 
he can visualise a city the sise of Lesi- 
Itigton and add to It one the else of 
Covington he will have a fair Idea of 
what the completed camp will mean. 
It will cost $li(i.(iO0.n("i lo the go\*rn- 
n;eiit. liut II is expY'<led tlial tills will 
only represent a frai tiini of the i;i)V- 
ernment'B expenditure In Kentucky as 
a result ol the establishment ot the 
camp. 

It is said thai the American wnrk- 
InKiiinn is the best fed of all the 
world's toilers. That ceriaiuly is true 
at Camp Knox. Meals that one might 
not be able to get at hotels charging 
$1.00 or 61.60 for the service are sold 
to the workers at Camp Knox at 80 
cents each. Lodging In oota that are 
kept scrupuously clean, with warm 
blankets and plenty of them for cov- 
ering are furnished the men free, so 
that the expense of living at Camp 
Knox is actually less than it would 
be at home for the average American, 
and certainly less for the average 
Kentucky worklngman used to living

A meal ticket is the llrst thing hand- 
ed a worker on dlsombarking at the 
camp. Then he is assigned to his 
work and so promptly that no time Is 
lost. A tralnload of 1,200 Workmen 
which arrived at Camp Knox last 
week were assigned to their proper 
places and were actually helping to 
build the camp In 26 minutes after the 
train stopped at the camp. 

The meals far which the men em- 
ployed at Camp Knox pay 30 cents 
each actually cost the government 
42H cents each, but the government 
figures that It is getting off cheap at 
that, for no Illness or loss of time is 
caused at Camp Knox hy careless 
feeding. Tlie best and most suhalaa- 
lial fiMiil. served in cleanly fashion. 
Keeps the health of the workers so 
well that less time is lost from illness 
than at any similur construction camp 
in the country. 

Civilians have asked of the United 
States Employment Service workers 
whether the men who go to Camp 
Knox have any military drill. They 
do If they, go as soldiers, but not If 
they go as workmen. The men who 
are asked to go to Camp Knox are 
under no military control any more 
than they would be at home. In fact 
about the only difference In the work- 
er at Cainii Knox and at home Is that 
ilie worker it; the camp is much bet- 
ter paid, has regular work and all he 
wants of it. regardless of weather, 
and can make as inucdi niniiey in a 
week working for the government 
iliere as he can In some months 
working at home 

At Camp Knox there is no chance 
for typhoid fever to. attack* the work- 
ers. The supply of water is piped 
from the highest prings in Meade 
county and no wells or springs near 
the camp are used. The water sup- 
ply of a camp is one of the most Im- 
portant problems it has to meet. That 
has been solved sallsractoryily at 
Camp Knox, the natural source of 
supply being one of the llnesi in the 
country. 

Voiing men of the draft age not yet 
called to the colors may tliid remun- 
erative eniployineiit at Cam|i Knox 
until lliey are called (or exainluatlon. 
.Veil betwi iui and 117. already call- 
ed, are not likely to he disturbed if 
they are lielping to build this big mil- 
itary camp. Kspeciully Is that true if 
the woi;ker be a skilled workman, 
such as a carpentero, brick mason or 
oontKftctor. These are not likely to 
be called on for 'military service so 
long as they ate engaged In this vital- 
ly necessary work for the govern- 
ment 

No man will lose bis vote by going 
to Camp Knox before Election day. 
The "absent voters" law protects him 
In this matter, and he may cast his 
ballot at Stithton instead of coming 
back home to vote. If he wants to do

The sight of the observation bal- 
loons and the hum of the aeroplane 
motors overhead bring home to the 
visitors to the camp the fact that the 
war Is at our very doors, though the 
lluns are on the run. Thousands of 
homes in Kentucky have received 
news of the death or wounding of 
some member of those homes since 
the war began. Except for the sup- 
piles necessary for an army In action 
at the front the sight at Camp Knox 
is little ditferent from that one. gets 
on the front In Europe, and men who 
are serving with the troops at the 
front are no more doing their pa- 
triotic part, even though they are of- 
fering their Uvea in the ervice, than 
are the patriotic workers ot Ken- 
tucky who are helping so loylally In 
the building of the greatest of artill- 
ery camps. The questioti the workers 
of the State has to consider is wheth- 
fer they will remain at home without 
employment for at least a part of the 
time for work for the government at 
high wages all the time. 

The government intends to go right 
ahead with its war preparations as if 
the Hun had never Indicated he had 
about enough of it. The contract for 
this oamp has been given and, war or 
no war, it must be completed. It is 
!o be a permanent asset of Kentucky. 
Touflsts going through the state or 
passing through nearby portions of 
other states are bound to put Camp 
Knox on their route, and the camp 
will be used in the future for the 
training of the artillery regimenls of 
•ho I'nited States Army and of the 
-state militia, probably when tbe war 
Is over.

M. C. A. and K. of C. do their part 
at Camp Knox, as they have done It so 
nobly In all the caiiips ami on the bat- 
tle fronts. It Is an ideal place for p."i- 
trlotlc duty and remunerative eni- 
Iiloyment combined, "i^et's go," is the 
slogan of the Yanks across the seas 
about to charge*'. Let It he the slogan 
of the patriotic worklngmen of Ken- 
tucky until Camp Knox is finished.
